The following is an exact copy of Dr. Max Rafferty’s 
letter to Democratic gubernatorial candidate Edmund G. 
Brown and Republican gubernatorial candidate Ronald 
Reagan, requesting their answers to six specific quesUons 
dealing with California education. 

Dear Candidate: 

In my capacity as elected state superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction, I have an obligation to plan ahead for 
California education. I therefore request your reply to the 
following questions: 

(1) If elected governor In November, wiU you give 
leadership and support to legislation designed to increase 
the percentage of state money allocated to help local school 
districts, while at the same time giving relief to the local 
real property taxpayer? 

(2) If elected governor in November, wlU you give 
leadership and support to legislation designed to amend 
A.B. 145 (Unruh) In such a way as to: 

(a) Give moie power to local county redlstrictlng com- 
mittes to decide matters of district unifications, and 
less power to the State Board of Education? 

(b) Eliminate the requirement to unify alon^ existing 
high school boimdary lines? 

(c) Eliminate the compulsory and expensive two-year 
voting requirement? 

(3) If elected governor In November, will you appoint 
future members of the State Board of Education either 
from the ranks of distinguished present or past members 
of local school boards or from those of our citizens who 
have had a long and noteworthy acquaintance with the 
problems of education prior to their appointment to the 
State Board of Education? 

(4) If elected governor In November, will you require 
from your appointees to the State Board ef Education a 
pledge that they will abstain completely during their term 
of office from engaging in such political activities as using 
their non partisan position as a springboard to run for 
political office or to act as campaign managers or direc¬ 
tors for other political candidates? 

(5) If elected governor in November, will you meet 
with the University of California Regents and exert the 
leadership necessary to persuade them to adopt regulations 
which will prevent treasonable and Immoral conditions from 
existing within the University?

Power To Raise 


The State Board of Equalization recently ordered Lake 
County to raise its property assessments 17 per cent, but 
found 57 other counties’ assessment averages acceptable. 

The Board is empowered to adust these county levels 
on September 2 each year to assure reasonable assess¬ 
ment uniformity among the counties. 

Richard Nevins, Southern California Member of the 
Board, said the Lake County assessment average, lowest 
in the state at 18 per cent of market value, was too far 
from the statewide weighted average of 22.1 per cent. The 
raise adds about 3 percentage points to the county’s 
average. 

The order, which Lake County may protest Septem¬ 
ber 19, is the first by the Board in four years but the 
second for Lake County in five years. 

’The assessment ratios, which were announced August 
22 and made final last week, also are a basic part of a 
formula used to distribute about $364 million In state 
school aid. 

The 17 per cent raise for Lake County adds about 
$8.5 million to its assessed valuation total of $57 million. 
But under the law, the County and all other taxing districts 
must cut their tax rates correspondingly, so that the total 
tax bill remains the same. 

In 1961, the Board proposed to raise Lake County’s 
assesments, but dropped the proposal upon concluding that 
the threat of quick decline had temporarily reduced the 
value of the county’s numerous pear orchards. 

Under the assessment reform law, effective October 
6 , each assessor must set his assessment level between 20 
to 25 per cent of market value untU 1971, at which time 
he is to be assessing at 25 per cent of market value.

Tha Execution of Sir John Fenwick 

When Sir John Fenwick instigated a bill of attainder 
against the Duke of Monmouth in jolly old England in the 
ye«r of 1685 ho didn't know then, that this evil weapon he 
was using would be the very one that he would bo sentenced 
to die by. 

Sir John was born of wealthy parents, became a Colonel 
in the English army at 30 and the next year (1676) assumed 
his father's seat in Parliament. In those days, when a bill of 
attainder was passed by Parliament against a man ho was 
held to be ' attained" by reason of either treason or felony, 
(often based on the flimsiest pretexts). In 1685 James II be¬ 
came Englands new king, and in the next couple of years 
much antagonism and intrigue developed, and in which Sir 
John became involved. Trying to buy his way out he was 
convicted and executed on Tower Hill on a cold, stormy day 
in January 1697 with much pagentry and a huge milling 
crowd. 

English sense of decency felt shame in the way the 
Fenwick case was handled and resulted in the passage of 
the Treason Act of 1696 which curtailed the arbitrary power 
of the Crown, and the lesson learned in England was remem¬ 
bered by the framers of our Constittution. for into it they 
wrote in Article I Section 9, "No bill of Attainder or ex 
post facto law shall be passed" and Article III Section 3 
cover the requirement for two witnesses to the act, or con¬ 
fession in open court, etc.
